000 U. S. army engi t 
scheduled to continue with the 
preliminaries looking to the 
construction of the flood control 
dam in San Antonio canyon. 
Site of the multi-million-dotlar 
dam can be located in the pic- 
ture above. The tentative site 
can: be determined by locating 
the Upland city water reservoir 
—a dark circular’ spot on the 
right side of the picture, a trifle 
below the center. Also can be 
noted: the power line towers. 
' Center of the dam will be over 
the city well and along the tower 
lines and the ‘structure will ex- 
tend from wall-to-wall in the can- 









land above and below the dam 
will be used by the U. S. en 
gineers for flood control. pur- 
poses. 

Along the west side of ‘the 
canyon will be noted the new 
road leading up to the Camp 
Baldy district resorts. Silhou- 
etted against the mountainside 
the road parallels the present 
highway but it will be higher 
and out of reach of floods of 
water that “nay back up from 
time to time behind the dam. 

Results of the disastrous flood 
of 1938 prompted water engin- 
eers to begin plans for control- 
ling water from the- occasional 
heavy rains.in the canyon. In 
recent years local opposition 
against the dam project has been 
expressed but indications are tig: 
engineers will continue with the 
undertaking. 

Sum of $500,000 had been prev- 
iously allocated for the prelim- 
inary work and’ press dispatches 
from Washington, D.C., last week 
indicated a million dollars more 
had been appropriated for com- 
pletion of preliminary plans and 
for start of actual work on the 
project. 

Privately owned property to 
be used or destroyed by the 
project will be purchased by the

Leader in Blood 
Bank Urges Red 
‘Cross Support 


“If there were a local emer: 
gency and blood were needed 1 
am sure we could obtain a suf- 
ficient supply,” Dr. Frank Me- 
lone, a director and local leader 
for the San Bernardino-Riverside 
counties blood bank, said yester- 
day in appealing for persons to 
give their blood at the Red Cross 
mobile unit next Tuesday. 

“Korea seems far away but 
the men there need it constant- 
ly,” Dr. Melone said. “If they 
were closer the public would be 
more responsive. I would like 
to emphasize the vital need of 
all qualified persons giving to 
the Red Cross,” 

Dr. Melone expressed aware- 
ness of an apparent ‘‘squabble”’ 
between the Red Cross and the 
counties’ blood bank. 


“As far as I am _ concerned 
there is no dispute between the 
two agencies and on behalf of 
the association I urged people 
to give to the Red Cross,” Dr. 
Melone declared. “Above all, the 
Red Cross should not miss mak- 
ing its quota when the blood 
bank comes here next Tuesday. 
The boys in Korea need our 
blood and a shortage here could 
make the difference between life
